George Smith's heroic effort 
against his elder Barberry Candle here in l.exington in 19D> was iitulouhtcdl; contributory to his Iterhy 
success. Oinar Khayyam, though he went ilown to defeat by Ticket after a gallant effort in Lexington's 
Iterhy Trial of 1017. derived nint h bent-lit therefrom and was easily able to defeat his erstwhile eouqiieror 
iu the running of the Kentucky Itcrby. Of course. Sir Barton. Regret and Exterminator, on the day of 
their Derby successes, were first outers for tin- season. Even so. all horsemen are agreed that actual par 

t ieipatioii in racing i> conducive to improvement. It i< therefore gratifying to know that it is tie- present 

intention to give Dounucona and Perhaps On Watch a race in public prior to their being '<- 11 ; to the post 
for tin- Kentucky Iterhy. 

When at Churchill Downs lust week Mr. Ilirseh introduced me to a racing-like chestnut daughter of 
Friar Rock and Miss Kearney, by Ptuuinh-s. A really charming filly. long and low and just another h.-tv 
ing the look characteristic of the progen; of Friar Kook, whose dam. Fairy Gold, is a most remarkable 
mare in more ways than one. and particularly <•> in the matter of color control, a subject I am fain to 
confess an inability to fathom. The chestnut Fair; Gold foaled tin- chestnut Fair Play to tin- brown horse 
Hastings and the chestnut Friar Hock by the seal brown Rock Sand, ami here i< the chestnut Friar Rock 
coming out as the sire of a chestnut tilly. dam the bay mare Miss Kearney, a daughter of the bay 

Pliilitldcs. Moreover, this chestnut tilly exhibits right bang tin in her pedigree no less than five crosses 

through Gnllinrd. Uoi|tn-brune. 1‘lanudes. Sandringham and Masetto. of tin- pure dominant for bay or 
brown St. Simon-Gnlopin strain of blood. As In-fore noted, so far as my observation goes. Hermit is one 
| of tin- greatest color controllers the stud ever knew, and of this chestnut Hermit strain Miss Kearney's 
daughter shows two infusions by way of Rock Sand's granddam St. Marguerit-- ami the Oaks winner 
Lonely, dam of Planndes. Verily tin- color scheme i< past my understanding. However, if there is one 
tiling more than another which bespeaks breeding being right of course for a horse's success as a sire it is 
the ability to control color. The chestnut Stockwell sired the chestnuts Doncaster. Blair Athol and St. 
Albans, all of which have <.-t up lines of their own. whereas Stoekwell’s bays, sucli as Lord Lyon. The 
Marquis, The Duke and I ncas, have failed in this particular. Galopin ami his sou St. Simon were pure 
dominants for bay and brown. Persimmon, however, was not. and his chestnut son. Zinfandcl. failed 
stgwillj — Its a sfre. Tile lio-t ol life ra- iug pVogeilt to the eiTestnnt Bend Or. gr.'i'infsfht of Sloes .veil, •.vert- 
bays. lint Rend (It's line is best perpetua ted by the chestnut Poll;! Vista through Fyllent* and Polymelus. 
All this, however, b.v the way. for it lias but little bearing on the condition of the prospective Kentucky 
IH-rby candidates, another of which. Prince Pal. also is now quartered at Churchill Downs. 

A vastly improved colt in appearance is Priltee Pal. As a two-year-old the son of Prince Palatine 
presented a rather heavy. Imlky appearance, the crested neck of a Sundridge. full quartered and rough 
muscled. During tin- winter ria-ess. however, the bay has lined down amazingly, though of ionise lie still 
shows Sundridgo in lu*a*l and nook, but hi< quarters. l-;nk and loin now present a far more finished up 
pearnm-c. and my hope is that Prime Pal has improved as nim-h in action and gamem-ss as In- lias in 
looks. The final effort last year of Prince Pal. when racing against the tilly Dresden, was to me dis- 
tinctly disappointing. Certainly the Gailaln-r till; was in receipt of much poundage some sixteen pound'. 
I think but Prince Pal. when tackled, for In- bad taken tin- lead, nid not appear to respond in tin- style 
of a real race horse. Prince Pal. too. carried his head a tritie high last year and sprawled a bit when 
challenged, but all this may have, of course, been due to immaturity, and for him time should do much. 
Anyway, the two usually go hand in hand, and I for one anticipate vastly improved form this year for 
tin- son of Prime Palatine. 

As to Prince Pal’s breeding, a <on of Prince Palatine, so far '<• good. s,,ns and daughters of my 
champion are certainly bred to improve, what aU-tit tin- breeding of Prime l’.-il’s dam Wilful Maid II..

family, which family I (irmly believe, as dies the Maid of Mashaiu branch, owe much of its excellence to 
the introduction of the blood of Mat< lu-ni through Melbourne, guiver. dam of La Fleclie and Memoir, hud 
for a dam nil unnamed daughter of Young Melbourne. Musket’s dam. also unnamed, was by Melbourne's 
'•m. West Australian. Sain's dam. The Ttsk. is a daughter of Barealdiue. These are facts, no hypotheses, 
and the conclusion the Mateliem leaven is conducive to the production of the best of our horses.

CONSERVING THE STALLION'S VIRILITY 



Reward of Moderation in the Use of Lexington and 
the Castleton Stud Sires. 



(BY EXILE.) 

Writing of Woodburii i:i the April 4 edition of 
Daily Racing Form. ’"Salvator” tells us Lexington 
was limited to thirty mares per annum, and here is 
mui’li food for thought on the part of many of our 
present -day breeders of bloodstock. Horsemen of 
all countries revere the name of Lexington and 
the thirty mare limitation no doubt was contribu- 
tory to bis pronounced sire 'in-cess. 

How often does out* bear it said “there is safety 
ill numbers." However, in horse breeding this 
cannot be. for one good horse is worth all those 
of mediocre capacity put together and the surest 
and tested plan by which this one good horse may- 
be bred is to limit the stallion to. say. thirty 
mares. 

The most successful breeder, the late James R. 
Keene, this country lias had in a long time never 
ovefi.-ixcd the powers of his stallions. The average 
number of mares given (o any one of the Castleton 
stallions in any one year did npt exceed twenty. 
Yet from this small number of marcs given to each 
stallion Mr. Keene bred such as the Oaks winner 
<’ap and Bells; The Jockey Club Stakes winner 
Disguise: tile undefeated Colin. Fetor Fall. Celt. 

Delhi. Masketle. Sweep, Novelty. lVnuant, Super- 
man and any number of others nearly, if not 
quite, so good. It was the progeny of these len- 
iently treated stallions, too. which enabled Mr. 
Keene tn claim tin* honor of having won the larg- 
est amount of money in one year’s racing ever 
credited to any owner in the history of the tnrf. 

In spite of all this the irresistible lilt imme- 

diate gain is such that many of our stud masters 
continue to pursue the suicidal policy of permitting 
their stallions to mate with an excessive number 
of mares. To all rules, of course, there arc excep- 
tions. mid Hanover is that exception, but tile fact 
nevertheless remains that a superfluity of mares is 
the cause of many a stallion's ill-sustained success. 
British breeders of bloodstock have long since 
learned this lesson, and to this, as well as cli- 
matic influence and purity of blood, is their place 
on the top rung of the thoroughbred ladder due.
